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LIFE INSURANCE NOW BEING SOUGHT 


Many students of the life insurance business ex- 
pect that the total writings of new insurance during 
this calendar year (1923) will considerably exceed 
the total writings of the peak year (1920). 

This increase in volume is receiving'a great deal 
of consideration by business experts who are en- 
deavoring to trace the reason for the increase and 
its underlying cause or causes. 

Anyone who would attempt to postively state the 
reason for this increase in the volume of life insur- 
ance would be bold indeed. 

Probably there are many reasons why life insur- 
ance is coming into its own. Without attempting 
any solution we would venture the opinion that the 
public generally are becoming more and more famil- 
iar with the benefits of life insurance and its adapta- 
bility to present day conditions. 

From the number and variety of inquiries received 


at this office from prospective purchasers of life’ 


insurance it would seem to'us that some people were 
becoming purchasers of insurance rather than mere 
holders of policies sold to them. 

The business world, as is indicated by the in- 
creasing number of policies sold for what is termed 
business insurance, is recognizing the value of a 
human life as an economic factor, therefore, the in- 
surance to safeguard against a loss that results 
from the premature death of the key man. This 
leads us to the thought that the successful life in- 
surance man in the future must be informed as re- 
gards life insurance conditions in the broad sense. 

The solicitor who has to bluff or parry questions 
regarding this, that or the other institution, (facts 
regarding which are not generally published) when 
asked definite questions in regard thereto, will be 
passed up by an insuring public which can quickly 
recognize the life insurance expert from the blue 
sky artist. Notwithstanding the great work that is 
being done by the several Bureaus for the promo- 
tion of Life Insurance Sales the fact remains that 
information formerly published by Insurance De-

| partments has been curtailed for matters of econ- 
| omy in printing if for no other reason. 

It is our opinion that the more a man knows 
about his subject the less he adopts the competitive 
methods in obtaining the business he seeks and the 
further fact, the more he knows of life insurance 
institutions, companies et al, the better equipped 
he is to serve the interests of his clients. 


1923 SURPASSES 1922 
IN LIFE INSURANCE WRITTEN 


More Life Insurance Bought in First Five Months 
of 1923 Than During The First Six Months 
of 1922 


Life insurance in unprecedented amounts is being 
bought by the American people this year, according 
to the current new-business figures of 40 leading 
| companies forwarded to the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce June 14, 1923 by the Association 
of Life Insurance Presidents. Three billion, 194 
million dollars of life insurance was purchased in 
this country from these companies during the first 
five months of this year, as compared with two bil- 
lion, 609 million dollars for the same period of 1922. 
This is an increase of twenty-two per cent. over 
1922 and if maintained through the year will break 
| all life insurance records in this country, far exceed- 
ing even the peak year of 1920. 

The figures sent to Washington deal with the 
production of 40 leading companies of the United 
States. The new paid-for business of these com- 
panies during the first five months of 1923 exceeds 
that of the first six months of 1922, which was three 
billion, 162 million dollars. The monthly produc- 
tion figures for 1923 thus far, compared with 1921 
‘and 1922, all on paid-for basis, are as follows:

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“These figures give striking evidence that the 
American people are saving at a greatly increased 
this year, as well as spending,” said Manager 
George T. Wight-of the Association of Life Insur- 
ance Presidents, in making the statistics public 
this afternoon (June 14). “This compilation is 
based on the business actually paid for, exclusive of 
revivals, increases and divided additions, of 40 Uni- 
ted States life insurance companies having in force 
seventy-seven per cent. of the total legal reserve life 
insurance outstanding in the United States. 

“Records for the last two years show that about 
forty-one per cent. of the year’s business is done 
during the first five months. On this basis, the 
paid-for business of these 40 companies in 1923, if 
the present trend is maintained throughout the 
year, will approximate more than seven billion, 750 
million dollars, surpassing even the record year of 
1920 when their new business amounted to six bil- 
lion, 696 million dollars. Assuming that the other 
life insurance companies carrying twenty-three per 
cent. of the insurance in force write new business 
in the same proportion as the companies carrying 
seventy-seven per cent., the total new business for 
1923, on paid-for basis, exclusive of revivals, in- 
creases and dividend additions, will probably reach 
ten billion, 900 million dollars, as compared with 
the previous high mark in 1920 of nine billion, 419 
million dollars. years -ago the total 
amount of life insurance in force in the United 
States was ten billion, 500 million dollars.” 


Twenty 


Huge Gains in Both Ordinary and Industrial 
Insurance 

That both ordinary life insurance and industrial 
insurance are making tremendous gains this year is 
indicated by the segregation of the figures for the 
different classes of insurance. The following table 
shows in detail, by classes of insurance, the com- 
parison of new paid-for business for the first five 
months of 1921, 1922 and 1923, of the 40 companies 
contributing their figures to the Governmental re- 
cords at Washington:

INSURANCE DEPARTMENT OF 
MASSACHUSETTS 
RULES ON PRELIMINARY TERM 
Clarence W. Hobbs, Commissioner of Insurance, 
in connection with the application, for admission of 
the United Life and Accident Company of Concord, 
N. H. ruled as follows: 


June 7, 1923.

Dear Sir: 
“In connection with the application for admission of the 


United Life and Accident Company of Concord, N. H., I would 
advise you of my intention to revise the ruling made by Com- 
missioner Cutting as to the valuation of the so-called prelimin- 
ary term. Hereafter policies which provide for not more 
than one year preliminary term by incorporating in the pro- 
vision thereof specifying the premium consideration to be re- 
ceived a clause plainly showing that the first year’s insurance 
under such policies is term insurance purchased by a whole or 
a part of the premium to be received during the first policy 
year may be valued on the basis of mortality tables and interest 
rates prescribed by law in accordance with the 


preliminary 
term plan modified as follows: 


“If the premium charged for term insurance under a limited 
payment life preliminary term policy providing for the pay- 
ment of all premiums thereon in less than twenty years from 
the date of the policy, or under an endowment preliminary 
term policy, exceeds that charged for like insurance under 
twenty payment life preliminary term policies of the same 
company, the reserve thereon at the end of any year, includ- 
ing the first, shall not be less than the reserve on a twenty 
payment life preliminary term policy issued in the same year 
and at the same age, together with an amount which shall be 
equivalent to the accumulation of a level net premium sufficient 
to provide for a pure endowment at the end of the premium 
paying period equal to the difference between the value at the 
end of such period of such a twenty payment life preliminary 
term policy and the full level net premium reserve at such 
time of such a limited payment life or endowment policy. The 
premium paying period is the period during which premiums 
are concurrently payable under such twenty payment life pre- 
liminary term policy and such limited payment life or endow- 
ment policy. 

“The foregoing rule may be used for computing the reserve 
liability in case of new applications for admission and in case 
of examination hereafter made and annual statements here- 
after submitted.” 
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WHY MEN BUY LIFE INSURANCE 


Mr. I. P. Mantz of Des Moines, lowa, has pub- 
lished and copyrighted a booklet having the above 
title. 

It contains thirty-two pages, costs fifty cents per 
copy and should be read by every person soliciting 
life insurance. In brief, he states: 

“Life insurance salesmanship has not yet attained 
the dignity of a science; it cannot even be properly 
classified as a speculative science, until we have 
established, hypothetically at least, these two pro- 
positions. 

“Ist. That it serves a definite purpose in men’s 
lives and what that purpose is. 

“2nd. That this purpose is sufficiently compelling 
for them to be willing to pay the premiums charged 
therefor. 

“In the following treatise | have designed to 
prove that life insurance is an object of human 
necessity; the reason for that necessity and the 
nature of it. Also, that the necessity is, or may be 
made, sufficiently imperative that men can be in- 
duced to make a substantial sacrifice for its grati- 
fication. 

“Under present economic conditions and existing 
social standards, all normal men, and most women 
engaged in productive activity, NEED and WANT 
life insurance. The only qualification I will admit 
is that they are not objectively conscious of either 
the need or want. 

“In a petition addressed to the parliament of Eng- 
land in 1761 for a charter for a corporation for the 
‘granting of annuities and the insuring of lives, 
among other reasons why such a charter should be 
granted was this: ‘That it would also. be very ser- 
viceable to his Majesty's subjects could they safely 
and securely insure their lives, which would encour- 
merchants to be more bold im their undertak- 
ings, because in case of their death before their 
schemes in trade succeeded, their widows and fam- 
lies might thereby receive a benefit in a great meas- 
ure to recompense the failure of their undertakings, 

“There never has been a clearer or more complete 
statement of the true purpose of life insurance than 
this one, made more than one hundred and sixty 
years ago. It is unfortunate that, after all these 
years, we are only beginning to realize its profound 
significance. It accounts for the remarkable popu- 
larity of life insurance in this country and the stu- 
pendous volume to which the business has grown, 
and this in spite of the fact that we who sell it are 
only beginning to understand what it is and does.

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“Among a people of commercial venturers and 
constructive builders where opportunity is un- 
limited and a man’s value lies more in what he can 
DO than what he IS or HAS, life insurance is the 
commercial alchemist’s secret for immediately com- 
muting our hopes and aspirations into present 
material possessions, of capitalizing potential 
achievement so that it may yield present fruit of 
accomplishment. It is that which makes us bold, 
courageous, confident and aggressive in our under- 
takings; the fuel that fires the engine of achieve- 
ment.

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STATE OF OHIO 
Department of Commerce—Division of Insurance 
HOUSE BILL NO. 596 BECOMES LAW 
The following “House Bill No. 596” to amend 
section 9429 of the Ohio Law, as printed below, is 
now a law and will be in full force and effect about 


July 1, 1923. 


“Be it enacted by the General 
“Section 1. That 


Assembly of the State of Ohio: 


section 9429 of the General Code be 
amended to read as follows: 
“See. 9429. Associations so organized may change or amend 


their constitution or by-laws by the assent thereto in writing 
of a majority of the members, or by a majority of those pres- 
ent, in person or by proxy, at a meeting held for that purpose, 
thirty days’ notice of such meeting having been given with the 
proposed changes in full by the aeting president personally or 
by letter mailed to each member. But such change shall not 
take effect or be in force until it has been submitted to and 
approved by the superintendent of insurance; Provided that 
any association so organized which while issuing policies or 
certificates advertises or gives out that it is maintaining a re- 
serve greater than that required for yearly renewable term 
policies shall continue to maintain such reserve against said 
policies or certificates while they are in force, and no amend- 
ment to its constitution and by-laws decreasing said reserve 
on said policies or certificates shall be approved by the super- 
intendent of insurance. 

“Section 2. That said original section 9429 of the 
Code be, and the same is hereby repealed.”

The above forms of contracts have been approved by most of 
the states in which the association is operating. 

Because of the number of requests we have received regarding 
this company’s policy contracts we print below the principal 
features contained in its Endowment at Age 65 contract. 

“RECEIVES as a member, and in consideration of the payment 
of an annual premium of .....: »....dollars, payable on delivery 
of this contract, or in installments as provided herein and the 
payment of a like sum to said Association on or before the 
enesaevens day of in every year thereafter until pre- 
mies. DOR ciasscascas full years shall have been paid, or until 
the prior death of the Insured, 

PROMISES, upon receipt of proof of death of said member, to 
pay immediately at its home office unto beneficiary, 
or such other beneficiary as may be designated in accordance with 
the provision hereof, the sum of $ dollars, or the Asso- 
ciation will pay this sum to the member, if living, at the end of 
the policy nearest to age. 

PARTICIPATION IN SURPLUS. This Association is con- 
ducted for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries, 
and not for profit. All of its funds, savings, and earnings be- 
long to its members. On each anniversary of the issuance of 
this policy the Board of Directors shall credit thereto as a Re- 
turn of Savings or Dividend such part of the surplus as may be 
deemed equitable and expedient. 

“This Policy is issued and accepted by the parties in interest, 
subject to the provisions herein above stated and the provisions 
stated on the second, third and fourth page hereof, which are a 
part of this policy. -

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Premium Loan 

“If premiums have been paid for at least two full years, if any 
subsequent annual payment or installment thereof be not paid 
within the grace period allowed for the payment of same, then 
the Association will, if the member has made written request 
therefor, charge such unpaid premium or premiums with interest 
at the rate of 6% per annum in advance against the reserve on 
the policy, and the policy shall be continued in force so long as 
the reserve to the credit of such policy on the last anniversary 
less the payments charged as herein provided and any indebted- 
ness against the policy including interest, equals or exceeds one 
menthly payment. 

“When the amount of the reserve, after making the above de- 
ductions, is smaller than one monthly premium, this policy shall 
immediately lapse and become null and void. At any time before 
the policy is lapsed the member may, without medical reexam- 
ination, resume his payments. The amount charged against the 
reserve with interest thereon at the option of the member may 
either be paid in cash or left to stand as an indebtedness against 
the policy, subject to interest at the rate of 6% per annum pay- 
able in advance. 

“The member may revoke the request above mentioned at any 
time. 

Automatically Non-Forfeitable 

“Upon default in payment of premiums, unless paid within 
the grace period, the amount of this policy and any existing 
dividend additions, less any indebtedness to the Association on 
account hereof, shall be extended automatically as non-partici- 
pating term insurance for such time from the date of default 
as the then cash surrender value will provide at the net single 
premium rate for the attained age of the member according to 
the American Experience Table of Mortality with interést at three 
and one-half per cent. 

Surrender Values 

“After three full years’ premiums shall have been paid, and 
provided there is no premium more than three months in default, 
the member may elect one of the following options as shown by

“If the premiums on this policy be paid in monthly, quarterly 
or semi-anuual installments, due allowance will be made in com- 
puting the benefits for such portion of a year’s premium that is 
paid in addition to the full number of years’ premiums paid. 

“The values for the years not specified in the table will be 
equivalent to the full reserve according to the standard specified 
in the clause “Reserve Fund,” and will be furnished the member 
upon written request, this policy being then in force. 

“Should there be any indebtedness hereon to the 
the same will be deducted from the cash value; the 
paid-up insurance will. be such as the cash 
debtedness will purchase at the net single premium rate; the 
term of the extended insurance will be such as the cash value 
less the indebtedness will purchase at the net single premium 
rate for the attained age of the insured according to the reserve 
standard.

Loans 

“At any time while this policy is in force, provided at least 
three full years’ premiums shall have been paid and no pre- 
mium is in default, the Association will advance, on proper 
assignment of this policy and on the sole security hereof, an 
amount equal to, or at the option of the insured, less than the 
eash value at the end of the current policy year; any existing 
loan hereon with accrued interest, and any unpaid portion of 
said current policy year’s premium and interest on the loan to 
the end of the year shall be paid out of such advance. 


Interest 
on the loan shall be at the rate of six 


per cent per annum and 
shall be payable at the end of each policy year, and this interest, 
if not paid when due, shall be added to the existing loan and 
shall bear interest at the same rate. The loan with accrued in- 
terest may be repaid to the Association at any time. Failure to 
repay any such advance or to pay interest thereon shall not 
avoid this policy unless the total indebtedness hereon to the 
Association shall equal or exceed the cash value at the time of 
such failure, nor until 31 days after notice shall have been mailed 
by the Association to the last known address of the insured and 
of the assignee of record, if any. If a loan is desired before 
three full years’ premiums have been paid, the unpaid balance of 
the three full years’ premiums may be paid by deduction from 
the loan when made if the amount which can be 


loaned is 
sufficient. 


Dividends or Return of Savings 

“The Dividend or Return of Savings credited to this policy in 
accordance with the provision Participation in Surplus, shall, 
(1) be paid in cash to the insured, or (2) be applied to the re- 
duction of the premium then due, if any, or (3) upon written 
request of the insured it may be applied to the purchase of a 
paid-up addition to the policy, payable at the same time, and 
under the same conditions as the original amount of insurance. 
If the insured shall select no other dividend option, the dividend 
shall be applied as a@ reduction in the premium for the current 
year. 

Residence and Travel 
“This policy is free from restrictions as to residence and travel. 
Incontestability 

“This policy shall be incontestable after one year from the 
date of issue except for non-payment of premium, and except 
as stated in the provisions hereof regarding military or naval 
service in time of war. 
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Privilege of Change to Other Forms of Policy 

“At any time while this policy is in full force, it may be ex- 
changed for any form of policy issued by the Association, pro- 
vided the premiums shall not be payable for a greater number 
of years than under this policy, and which contains no special 
benefit or feature. No ‘medical reexamination will be required, 
and the new policy shall be for the same amount; shall bear the 
same date; shall be written as of the same age of the member, 
and shall be at the rate of premium in force at the date of this 
policy, provided that the member shall pay to the Association a 
sum equal to the difference between the premiums paid hereon, 
and the premiums which would have been paid upon the policy 
had it originally been issued upon the new plan, with interest 
not in excess of six per cent per annum compounded annually. 


The Contract P 

“This policy together with the application therefor, shall con- 
stitute the entire contract between the parties in interest and 
all statements made by the member shall, in the absence of 
fraud, be deemed representations and not warranties, and no 
such statement shall be used to avoid this policy or in defense 
to a, claim hereunder unless contained in said application and 
unless a copy of the application shall be attached to the policy 
when issued. 

“No condition, provision or privilege of this policy ‘can be 
wiived or modified except by an endorsement hereon signed by 
the president, a vice-president, the secretary, an assistant secre- 
tary, the actuary or an assistant actuary. 


Reserve 

“The reserve on this policy shall be in accordance with the 
American Experience Table of Mortality with interest at thre 
and one-half per cent per annum on the modified preliminary 
term plan (20-Payment Life basis). The first year’s insurance 
or part thereof, under this policy, is Term Insurance, purchased 
by the whole or a part of the premium to be received during 
the first policy year. 

Total and Permanent Disability Benefit Waiver of Premium 

“If a member furnishes the Association with satisfactory proof 
that he has become totally disabled by bodily injury or disease, 
while the contract is in full foree, and before he has attained the 
age of 60, so that he will be permanently, continuously, and 
wholly prevented for life from engaging in any work or employ- 
ment for wages or profit, then the Association will waive the 
future payments as the same become due on the contract during 
such disability, and the payments so waived will not be deducted 
in any settlement under the contract and any values or benefits 
provided for in the contract shall be the same as if said pay- 
ments had been duly made to the Association. 

“Proof of Total Disability continuous during six months shall 
be considered proof of permanent disability. 

“In addition to and independently of all other causes of per- 
manent: disability the Association will consider the entire and 
irrecoverable loss of the sight of both eyes or the use of both 
hands, or both feet, or one hand and one foot, as permanent and 
total disability within the meaning of this provision. 

“Notwithstanding proof of such disability shall have been 
accepted, the Association may thereafter at is pleasure, but not 
oftener than once a year, demand of the member due proof of 
the continuance of such disability and no such payments shall 
be waived for any time during which no total and permanent 
disability is proved as provided herein, but the payments waived 
during the period of disability shall not be charged against the 
contract. 





“On any anniversary of this policy this provision may be can- 
celled by the insured, provided he make written request for such 
cancellation and return the policy to the Association for endorse- 
ment; in which event any subsequent annual premium will be re- 
duced by the amount stated in the table on the next page, and 
if any premium falls due under this policy after the insured 
has attained his sixieth birthday it shall automatically be re- 
duced by a like amount.

“The Association was organized August 28, 1880 by a small group 
of commercial travelers of Cleveland, Ohio, for the purpose of 
mutual social benefit and to provide a fund for burial expenses 
by the contributions of its members.

History 

“The company was incorporated March 9, 1920 under Chapter 1, 
Title IX, of the Code of Iowa to transact the business of insur- 
ance, under the provisions of Chapter 6, Title IX, with an author- 
ized capital of 200,000 shares of $1.00 par value. 

“License to transact a life insurance business was granted on 
June 23, 1920, with a paid-up capital of $100,350. . 

“An amendment to the Articles of Incorporation under date of 
August 18, 1922 reduced the authorized capital to $100,600, the 
amount actually paid up at that time. 


Plan of Operation 


“As set out in the report of the previous examination the first 
4000 .policies were to be for $5,000 each and each applicant sub- 
seribed for 50 shares of stock for which he signed a 5% note 
for $100 to be held by the syndicate and paid by the application 
of dividends earned on the policy. 

“The first 100,000 shares of stock were paid for at $1.50 per share 
by a syndicate, the stock issued to the members of the syndicate 
in the proportion of their individaul contributions thereto, and 
held in trust by the Bankers Trust Company as trustee. As 
policyholders subscription notes were paid, the stock was to be 
transferred to them from the shares in the names of the syndicate 
holders and of the $100 paid on each such note $75.00 should be 
retained by the syndicate and $25.00 should be paid into the 


$2.00 for each share of par value $1.00. 

“The sale of insurance was effected through the Van Meter Com- 
pany having exclusive agency rights in the State of,lowa for 
the sale of the policies of the Hawkeye Life Insurance Company 
under a contract granting commissions of 85% of the first premium 
and 744% on renewals for a maximum of 18 years. It was agreed 
that the Van Meter Company should deposit, each month, with 
the trustee an amount equal to 10% of all first year premiums 
on charter membership policies and when the sale of the first 
2,000 of such policies was completed, the total amount so deposited 
should be invested in the second 100,000 shares of stock of the 
Hawkeye Life Insurance Company at par. 

“A statute enacted by the 39th General Assembly prohibited the 
sale of stock with policies to become effective in the case of 
companies already operating upon the expiration of the 1921 cer- 
tificate of authority. Therefore, in the case of the Hawkeye Life 
such sales could not be made after March 31, 1922 to which date 
there had been sold 2011 such policies. After this date the pro- 
visions of the contract between the Van Meter Company and the 
syndicate of the Hawkeye Life Insurance Company, in vidlation 
of the above mentioned statute became inoperative. 

“Of the 2011 charter membership policies issued there were 1419 
in force on March 31, 1923. Of the 592 terminations 12 were death 
and 580 were lapses. In case of lapse the stock subscription was 
cancelled and the stock was to be resold by the directors of the 
company. No action has yet been taken to establish the price 
at which such sale should be made and to the date of this ex- 
amination none of the stock has been offered for sale. 

“In case of death the beneficiary may purchase the stock by 
paying the note and in all cases to date the stock has actually 
been so purchased. In this connection it may be noted that the 
certificates of stock outstanding are 300 shares in excess of the 
amount carried on the books of the company. The following 
schedule shows the certificates making up this excess:

“(1) Provided there is no indebtedness to the Company, the 
Insured may, upon written request, (a) after the end of the first 
year, have the insurance extended for the full amount of the 
policy, without the right to loans or surrender values; or, (b) 
after the end of the second year, procure paid-up insurance pay- 
able at the death of the Insured; or, (c) after the end of the 
third year, receive the cash value of the policy.

“If any premium or interest hereunder shall not be paid when 
due, should the premium deposit fund be sufficient, the Company 
will credit such premium or interest, or both, as paid and charge 
the amount thereof to the premium deposit fund. The amount 
remaining in the deposit fund to the credit of the Insured may 
be withdrawn on any anniversary or in the event of termination 
of this contract, will be paid to the person or persons entitled 
to the proceeds hereof. No deposit will be accepted in excess of 
the amount necessary to complete the premium deposits required

Guaranteed Insurance Additions or Premium Reduction 

“Beginning at the end of the first insurance year, and on each 
anniversary thereafter, upon the payment of the premium for the 
contract year then beginning, the Company agrees to apportion 
to the credit of this contract a sum equal to 26.7 per centum of 
the life insurance portion of the annual “Regular Premium’ 
stipulated herein and at the option of the Insured this sum may 
be applied to secure one of the following benefits, either: 

(a) Guaranteed Insurance Additions. After the first insurance 
year, upon the payment of each subsequent annual 
premium, this contract will be credited with Paid-up 
Additional Insurance without Accidental Death Indem- 
nity, or Disability Benefits.

“For a period of less than one year the premium shall be at the 
rate of one-tenth of the annual premium for each thirty days or 
portion thereof, 

“Loan Insurance shall not extend beyond the next anniversary 
date of this contract, but may be renewed from year to year until 
the contract anniversary nearest the Insured’s sixty-fifth birth- 
day, upon furnishing evidence of insurability satisfactory to the 
Company and upon payment of the premium based on the In- 
sured’s then attained age.

will purchase when applied as a net single premium at the at- 
tained age of the Insured at date of default. If this contract shall 
not have been surrendered, or presented for endorsement to the 
Company at its Home Office within the grace period as above 
provided, for cash, or for paid-up life insurance, or for paid-up 
term insurance, the contract shall be automatically continued as 
provided in Option (3). 

“If the ‘Regular Premium’ stipulated in the Consideration 
Clause of this contract has been paid by the Insured the Amount 
of Insurance and the Values of this Contract will be Increased 
Annually as shown by the accompanying table of ‘Maximum 
Values,’ but if the insured shall have elected to pay the ‘Reduced 
Premium’ he shall be entitled only to the benefits given under the 
caption ‘Minimum Values.’ Should the Insured elect the Pre-

“The reserve under this contract is computed upon the Ameri- 
ean Experience Table of Mortality with interest at the rate of 
three and one-half per centum per annum by the full level pre- 
mium method. 

“Payment of any cash value may be deferred for not exceeding 
sixty days after the application therefor. 

“The values in the accompanying table (computed in cco 
ance with the provisions stated and upon the assumption that p 
miums have been paid in full for the number of years given, and 
that there is no indebtedness to the Company) apply to a contract 
for $1,000. As this contract is for $10,000, the cash loan and 
paid-up life insurance values will be ten times the amounts 
stated in the table. If premiums have been paid for any part of a 
year beyond the last preceding anniversary the values will be in- 
creased, if there'is any indebtedness, the values and the terms 
will be decreased. The term insurance will be for the period 
stated irrespective of the face amount of the contract. The 
difference between the Maximum and the corresponding Minimum 
Cash Values represents the amount of the’ “premium reduction” 
accumulations at the end of any insurance year.”

WISCONSIN STATE LIFE FUND, 
Department of Insurance 
MADISON, WIS. 

A report upon this fund appears upon pages 802-804 of Best’s 
Life Insurance Reports. When said volume went to press we had 
not received from the Department of Insurance of Wisconsin 
information as to the transactions for the year ending December 
31, 1922, therefore, the following amended report. 

History 

This “State Life Fund” was established by an act of the legisla- 
ture, state of Wisconsin, in 1911. The “act” authorized the issue 
of policies of life insurance and annuity contracts by the state 
through the life fund without responsibility on the part of the 
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state beyond the amount of the fund. By the act the insurance 
department was allowed two years in which to put the system 
into operation. The life fund is designed to furnish insurance 
at cost. The rates for policies are based on the American experi- 
ence table of mortality, which is used by all life insurance com- 
panies. The assumed rate of interest on investments to mature 
contracts is 38%. The actual mortality under ordinary conditions 
is lower than the mortality shown by the table of mortality and 

interest earned on investments by the life fund is in excess 

3%. The mortality savings and excess interest earnings are 
returned to policyholders annually in the form of dividends. The 
surrender value of policies in the life fund is the full reserve and 
may be obtained at the end of the first year. Loans may be 
made on the security of the reserve at any time. 

The life fund is under the direct management of the Commis- 
sioner of Insurance, who is assisted by other state officers. No 
additional compensation is paid to the state officers for their 
services to the life fund. The life fund pays no office rent, the 
business being conducted in the office of the Commissioner of 
Insurance. These savings of expenses go to the policyholders 
in the life fund. 

The life fund issues policies for $100, or multiples thereof 
up to $1,000. The amount of insurance which may be issued on a 
single risk is $1,000. Separate policies for different beneficiaries 
may be issued on one medical examination. 

Premiums in the life fund are,payable annually, semi-annually, 
or quarterly. The rates are figured on the assumption of pre- 
miums being paid annually. Policyholders are entitled to an 
application fee of 25c and 1% of the premiums remitted. No 
other commissions are paid by the life fund. The applicant 
for insurance in the life fund pays the medical examination fee 
of $2.00. 

Applicants must be between the ages of 20 and 50, inclusive, 
and may choose any of the following plans: ordinary life, 20 pay- 
ment life, 10 year endowment, 20 year endowment, endowment at 
age 65, term to age 65, ten year term. 

In reply to our inquiry in regard to the life fund, the Commis- 
sioner of Insurance (Wisconsin) among other things states: 

“The charge for expenses or loading on each policy is one-sixth 
the present value of the costs of insurance during the premium 
paying periods plus two dolkars per thousand dollars of insur- 
ance. 

“The law establishing the life fund provides for the accumula- 
tion of a surplus out of profits to meet an excessive mortality or a 
depreciation in securities. The surplus is to be accumulated from 
the net profits on each policy by setting aside 50% of the profits 
during the first policy year and 5% less for each succeeding year 
until the ninth year. Thereafter the amount so set apart shall be 
10%. The interest on the surplus is to added to the surplus. 
The balance of the net profits is to be distributed annually 
among the policyholders. There is no rule laid down in the law 





for the distribution of the profits after setting aside the amounts 
to go into the surplus, but the department has endeavored to 
make distribution of the profits among the policyholders under 
the rule which would be the converse of the rule laid 
in the law for the accumulation of a surplus. 

“In order that there may be an equitable distribution of profits 
among policyholders, the elements making profits must be distin- 
guished and separately distributed, and the profits from mortality 
savings and excess interest earnings and expense savings are 
so distinguished. In 1914 there was a distribution of expense 
savings, but since that time there has not been a sufficiently large 
saving in this element in any year to warrant the labor of dis- 
tribution, and since the expense charge is largely based on the 
cost of insurance, a distribution on the basis of mortality savings 
will be substantially équitable. 

“The interest earned on investments has been slightly under 
6%. For the distribution of dividends such return has been as 
sumed to be 5%. The basic rule for the distribution of dividends, 
being the equitable converse of the rule laid down in the law 
for the accumulation of a surplus may be stated as follows: 
Allow 50% of the cost of insurance during the first policy year 
and thereafter 5% more for each policy year until the ninth year 
and thereafter the amount so allowed shall be 90%. The 
interest earnings allowed shall be 1% of the net premiums or 
the initial reserve during the first policy year and 1/10 of 1% 
more for each policy year until the ninth and thereafter the 
amount so allowed shall be 1 and 8/10% of the initial reserve. 

“The surplus which has been accumulated is about 15% of the 
reserve liability and is in excess of the amount which the 
requires to be set aside. 

“The surrender value of a policy is the full amount of the 
reserve; six months notice of intention of surrender must be 
given. Loans may be made to the amount of the present value 
of the reserve on an anniversary date at least six 
advance.
